I should like to reply to the letter by Bob Cropsey of 
Wallington, NJ. He makes a case for dropping one logo & 
adopting another. “The old logo has had its day,” he says. 
“The new logo gives you a nice feeling. The sun, the moun- 
tains, cruisin’ in a bus,” he says. He further asserts that 
members identify with a logo, so the logo had better express 
what they feel about owning a bus. 

I take issue with him on several points. First, I do not 
identify with logos. I identify with people. It was the people 


who drew me to NEATO, & the people are what keep me 


interested in it. The logo, any logo within reason, is secondary. 
If the logo were absurd, I would gently lobby to reform it, but 
I would not leave the company of good people even if they

insisted on keeping an absurd logo. As the old NEATO logo is 


not patently absurd, there is no need to drop it. 

Second, the new logo does indeed express a feeling, but 
whether or not it is a nice or appropriate one is entirely 
dependent on your point of view. The style is reminiscent of 
the underground comix of the ’60s, the flower power genera- 
tion, R. Crumb, Mr. Natural, etc. As those of us who are over 
40 well know, the freak bus was a part of that culture. How- 
ever, not all bus owners are over 40. Moreover, not all bus 
owners who are over 40 have any sort of nostalgic longing for 
that time or those comix. It was not only a time of great music 
& high ideals, but also a time of great confusion, unrest, & 
violence. Bus owners have nothing whatever in common, 
apart from the bus—they may be old hippies who never grew 
up, they may be latter-day hippies who were born too late, 
they may be rednecks, they may not know or care who R.

From Tim Huestis, June 1997: 
Dear Tom, 

I’ve been meaning to write to you for quite a while to 
share with you and the other club members the story behind 
my 1965 21-window bus named “Nelle Bell.” After all, it is 
your publication that started my interest in finding and 
purchasing a vintage bus. 

I have loved Volkswagens ever since I can remember. My 
father owned numerous bugs (even a notchback) while I was 
growing up—I’m sure that contributed to my VW infatuation. 
There’s something about VW’s simplicity and odd designs 
that make them so appealing. 

I consider myself fortunate to have grown up as a “mili- 
tary brat.” During my high school years (mid to late seventies) 
we were stationed in Worms, Germany. It was such a wonder- 
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ful town to live in. Looking back, I feel blessed to have had 
the opportunity to learn first hand about the German people 
and their country. As you might guess, VW’s were every- 
where! Even at the age of fourteen I remember noticing that 
the older-looking bugs were the neat ones. I remember the 
local VW dealership had a late 1940’s bug on their showroom 
floor in pristine condition. I would have gladly taken that old 
bug over any of the new ones they had on display. 

My favorite VW had always been the bug, that is up until 
about five years ago. While reading an issue of Hot VWs, I 
noticed an ad for a club for vintage bus enthusiasts called 
NEATO. I liked old buses but never gave a serious thought to 
owning one. But I was curious about your club and newsletter 
so I sent in my $20. Was I pleasantly surprised! What a great 
newsletter! I think it was all the testimonials about how much 
fun it was to own and drive old buses that got me started 
thinking about finding one, in particular a 21 or 23-window 
bus. Over the next couple of years my interest level increased 
to a very active interest. I found my bus in the July 1995 issue 
of Hot VWs. The owner claimed the bus to be a 1965 21 
window walk-through bus. 1989 bare metal restoration, 
straight rust-free beyond compare. Needs finishing. Rare 
opportunity.” At the time I owned a beautiful 1967 bug 
convertible. I knew I could not afford both. Curiosity got the 
best of me and I finally called the owner, knowing that if I 
liked what I heard I would have to sell my bug. He wanted a 
premium for the bus and wasn’t too interested in lowering his 
price. Additionally, he had started a mild non-stock restoration 
that I knew would take time and money to correct. I forgot 
about the bus. Several months later I happened to see the July 
issue again and wondered if he had sold the bus. I called him. 
He still has the bus and now appeared ready to come off his 
initial price. To make a long story short, I found a buyer for 
my bug and I’m off to Florida to inspect this “rare opportu- 
nity,” I was astonished; the bus was absolutely rust-free and 
straight as an arrow! I brought Nelle Bell home with me. 

When I got back home I discovered what turned out to be 
another wonderful surprise. I found the original service 
manual to the bus and it had all the previous owners names 
and addresses. The manual indicated that the first owner had 
the bus for only about a year. However, the second owner 
appeared to have owned the bus for 24 years. I bought the bus

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from the third owner, he had it from March 11, 1990 until I 
bought it on October 21, 1995. Out of curiosity I called the 
second owner. Well surprise again! He answered the phone. 
Over the next several months he was kind enough to send me 
his original bill of sale and several pictures of the bus he 
named “Nelle bell.” He purchased Nelle Bell on May 12, 1966 
for a whopping $2,153.49. The local bank financed it for him 
over 36 months with a monthly payment of $49.39. Boy, how 
times have changed! In one of his letters to me he commented: 
“We really enjoyed our bus for those many years. I am glad 
more than you know to hear that it is restored. That really is a 
dream come true. I wished it would happen many times. We 
used the name “Nelle Bell” on the bus and it was common to 
say that when ready to go some where. It was real faithful and 
didn’t owe me a penny. We had a trailer hitch put on it the day 
we got it and shortly after we pulled a 4’ x 8°’ U-Haul trailer to 
Bismarck, North Dakota and back to Florida. We had all of 
our furniture loaded in the bus and trailer when we left Florida 
after selling our home.” Mr. Taylor told me that he returned to 
Florida several years later, so that Nelle Bell had been a 
Florida bus most of her life. 

To find the complete history of Nelle Bell I wrote to 
Volkswagen in Germany. They responded back that the bus 
was produced on November 11, 1964. The delivery date to 
Jacksonville, Florida was November 16, 1964. It was first sold 
by A.J. Pierson Volkswagen in Orlando, Florida on January 
21, 1965. So there you have it. The complete history of Nelle 
Bell. 

I have totally completed the restoration of Nelle Bell 
during the last 18 months. I was very lucky to find lots of 
NOS parts for the bus and am very proud of how she looks 
today. Enclosed are several pictures of Nelle Bell. My four- 
year-old son Taylor absolutely loves the bus! We often take 
long rides together. 

Once again I want to thank you for all the work you put 
into the club newsletter! Unfortunately there are not a lot of 
vintage buses in Nashville so receiving the Old Bus Review 
every other month keeps me charged up!

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Take, for example, the type identification plate behind the 
passenger seat: there you will find the notorious “M Numbers.” 
Mine happens to be M 140. 

In reply to a query, I received from Dr. Wiersch of the VW 
Museum in Wolfsburg a photocopy of a page out of an official 
publication marked “Volkswagenwerk AG-Wolfsburg,” with 
the date “ca. 60/61” penciled in by an unknown hand (no clue 
whether BC or AD). The page listed technical specifications of 
an ordinary & well-known sort (engine size, bore & stroke, 
suspension type, final drive ratio, etc.)}—but over on the right side 
in a separate column were the words “Mehrausstattung” (acces- 
sories/special equipment), followed by M Numbers with descrip- 
tions. M Numbers! With descriptions!! I felt as if I had just 
smashed a jar in the Syrian desert & discovered a Red Sea Troll. 
One had only to decipher a dead language &, lo & behold!, a great 
mystery would stand revealed. 

According to the Wolfsburg-Fragment, the M 140 accesso- 
ries were for fire trucks & included the following: fire-engine red 
paint, recommended tire pressure in white paint on the fenders 
above the wheels, windshield washer (plastic squeeze bottle 
type—the harder you poke the plunger, the more likely it is that 
something will dribble out onto the windshield), nonlockable 
side doors & tailgate, side blinkers above & behind the pilot 
house, jump seat (London taxi type) in the cargo bay, battery 
charger socket on the right rear fender, & a few other fiddly bits. 
All of these I could verify on my own Bulli, extant or having once 
existed but since disappeared. There was, however, no mention 
of the extra wiring harness for the light & sound show.

trucks, it was full of 
imaginary numbers, I 
am sure. 

Intrigued, I 
checked some of the 
other M Numbers. M 
90 consisted of spe- 
cial glass for the wind- 
shield, an option avail- 
able only in conjunc- 
tion with M 140 fire 
trucks. M 141 con- 
sisted of a cargo bay 
heater. M 101 con- 
sisted of M- & S- tires 


(whatever those 
were). Here the list 
broke off. I was 


puzzled. Was there an 
M 89? An M 140.5? 
Were there more frag- 
ments, perhaps in a

museum in Cairo or Baltimore, which together might give a 
complete picture? 

A later, fortuitous, connection revealed that Michael Steinke 
of the Bulli-Kartei had compiled a list, 7 pages long, in two 
columns, single-spaced, of M Numbers. They start with M 1 
(chromed door handles, sun visor for the passenger, Beetle) & 
end with M 976 (sport wheels, Beetle), plus two S Numbers (dual 
circuit disk or drum brakes, Swedish Beetle). M 616, for ex- 
ample, is the bus backup light. M 15 is the windshield dribbler 
bottle alone, without the rest of the M 140 fire-truck rig. How- 
ever, my ecstasy in the brilliant light of Revealed Truth proved to 
be short-lived. The Steinke Codex was full of corruptions. The 
entry under M 140 merely states “fire-truck rig” without specify- 
ing in detail what that was; in this case, the Wolfsburg-Fragment 
proved to be more detailed, if less comprehensive. Moreover, the 
Steinke Codex contained numerous gaps. M 209 & M 210, for 
example: there is no information, no clue, what accessory this 
was or whether it fit the bus or the Beetle, in Sweden or anywhere 
else. Similarly with M 259 & M 283. Another glaring riddle 
stands between M 304 & M 306. Or rather, it isn’t there. There is 
no M 305 in the Codex at all—not even a blank space, the list 
simply jumps from M 304 to M 306. Was there no M 305? Was 
there never an M 305?? Weare in the realm of imaginary numbers 
here. 

Let me give you another one. 105. That’s right, one hundred 
& five. This is an imaginary number, at least as far as bullistics 
is concerned. That is the top speed in kph, as stated in the 
registration papers. I’ve got the 42 hp engine (late 1963, before 
the 44 hp engine replaced the 1300 as the standard engine), plus 
the one-ton axle & low gear ratios. There is no way it will go 105 
kph under its own power. I did once get it up near 98—at least, 
out of the corner of my eye, that was what I thought the needle 
indicated—but the cir-

that I dared not take 
my eyes off the road.

More & more 
often when I go to the

local VW dealer & we look in his computerized microfilm parts 
list, we get an error message “DOES NOT EXIST.” I think it is 
fair to say that in no other field, whether in higher dimensional 
topology or in quantum mechanics, is the number of imaginary 
numbers increasing so rapidly as in bullistics. 

You will search in vain for the water pump serial numbers. 

But my favorite one is 20,000. Not 20,000 leagues under the 
sea, but 20,000 kms on land. That’s when my Bulli is due for a 
service check, free at any VW dealer’s. It says so on the voucher. 

I bought my Bulli from a factory fire brigade in 1990. It had 
served 27 years & was being retired. It had 9,345 kms on the odo. 
It had the original tires on it & they had the original air in them. 
The service voucher booklet was on the shelf under the ashtray 
that had never seen butts. Not only the booklet, but the immacu- 
late condition of the car as well, attested that the Bulli had been 
faithfully & regularly serviced. I like to keep it that way. SoI go 
out of my way to go round to a VW dealer, any VW dealer, & 
present my voucher booklet for a free 20,000 km service check. 
The dealer in Mannheim knows this prank by now, so Iam going 
farther afield these days.

Chapter Nine: Walpurgis Night (BVF, July 4-5-6, 
1997) 


Those who drive a weird car, have an armpit fetish, collect spiders 
in Dixie cups, or whatever, sooner or later discover: a) that there 
is a whole, clandestine subculture of such people, b) that there are 
privately printed magazines featuring photos of the singular 
object of their desire & classified ads for leather & vinyl “‘acces- 
sories’ not sold in stores, & c) that there is a busy calendar of 
events, carefully planned to coincide with traditional holidays so 
as not to attract the attention of the thought police, where the 
weirdos gather to bay the moon & flaunt their fetishes, armpits, 
& Dixie cups. One’s initiation into this subculture is equivalent 
to jumping into the gorge, joining the Rotary Club, or Walpurgis 
Night: one achieves a very special social status. You become one 
of ‘them’ instead of one of ‘us’. As a philosopher once said, if a 
man does not keep pace with his companions, perhaps it is 
because he has the wrong companions. And so he becomes a 
stranger to ‘normal’ society & takes the plunge, if only for a 
weekend, into a nether world of arcane wisdom & sheer self- 
indulgence. He becomes one with the clan of the Weirdos & joins 
the watchers on the threshold, the keepers of the mysteries. He is 
thereafter entitled to wear a secret lapel pin, practice the secret 
hand shake, peer into arcane shop manuals penned in an archaic 
tongue known but to a select race of literati, & promote fellow 
members of the clan to positions of authority for which they 
would not otherwise be suited by talent or training (for the good

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of the community, of course). 

The British Volkswagen Festival 1997 was to be the defini- 
tive end of my Childhood as I had hitherto known it. My 
Childhood was about to jump into the gorge. 

As with all such great leaps forward, there is a price to pay: 
you must die to your past in order to awaken to your future. 
Mythologically, this is symbolized by the journey metaphor: the 
candidate must travel a long road fraught with hazards & ob- 
stacles. The candidate is often accompanied by death & magical 
trolls. And so it would be for my Childhood, too. 

Thursday, July 3d: my Childhood meets Chris, his wife, & 
their radar van, & we depart Mannheim. We head west on the 
Autobahn. A few hours later, at a pre-arranged meeting point, we 
catch up with Mechthild & her Westy (which will be familiar to 
readers of acertain fetish magazine), DD & the ’64 stretch-hearse 
(ditto), & Uli & Sabina in their ’56 swivel ladder truck. We make 
an odd convoy—people gape as they whiz by us at freeway speed. 
We proceed under cover of darkness to BVF ’97 via Luxembourg 
& Belgium (or maybe it’s Holland—but who can tell the differ- 
ence?) avoiding the French toll roads & the demons of confor- 
mity. 

But not entirely without a hitch. My Childhood is running 
fine, since I just had it inspected for the long journey ahead. 
Marco the Mechanic tells me to leave the crate of spare parts & 
tools behind—I won’t be needing them, & they’ll just slow the 
Bulli down & eat gas. But I am a Capricorn, & no Capricorn 
believes in his heart of darkness that he will not be better off with 
acrate of spare parts & tools on board, even if it’s justto go around 
the corner to the video joint. 

Our convoy is halted 3 times before we get to Calais. First, 
Chris’s radar van starts missing on one cylinder, losing power up 
hills. Then it starts missing on two cylinders, losing power on the 
flats, too. We stop & poke around in the engine compartment. It 
can’t be the battery. 
He’s got 3 on board 
(talk about yer typical 
Capricorn over-cau- 
tiousness!): a 6v one 
to power the starter 
motor, plus 2 12v ones 
to power everything 
else (lights, sound, hot 
& cold running cham- 
bermaids, etc.). The 
problem turns out to 
be defective spark plug 
sockets. Good thing I 
happen to have 5 brand 
new ones on board. We 
are soon underway 
again. 

Later, Uli’s wiper 
motor conks out. It is 
pouring rain. So that 
was why he was tail- 
gating me & flashing 
his brights like a ma- 
niac! He probably 
couldn’tsee more than 
5 meters ahead, so he 
planted his bumper 
rightunder my running 
lights & stayed in my 
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slip stream in order to be able to see anything at all. When we stop 
for gas he crawls under the dashboard & fiddles around. Presently 
he comes up for air, holding the wiper motor in his hands. Good 
thing I have an electrical meter & screwdrivers on board. 

Later, about midnight, somewhere after Dunkirk, DD’s 
brake lights fail. How practical—a hearse with no brake lights. If 
you ram into it on the Autobahn, there’s no need to call an 
ambulance. You just catapult yourself straight out your split 
screen & into the hearse. The brake lights of death are just ahead, 
but sometimes you can’t see ‘em. That must be a metaphor for 
something, but I can’t think what. 

As Mark Twain once said, everybody complains about the 
weather but nobody ever does anything about it. Our drive to 
Calais consists of an 800-km-long car wash. After changing the 
spark plug sockets on the radar.van it runs fine, but Chris’s wife 
has to bail. The radar van has an extra front door where the radar 
unit used to hang out the front, & it leaks like a proverbial ... well, 
like a safari window. 

Despite the appalling weather, we have a marvelous oppor- 
tunity to test the donut theory. The donut theory, as you all know, 
is the Fermat’s Last Theorem of bullistics. It has been the subject 
of heated controversy ever since the first overhanging lip. I refer 
of course to the air duct. According to the donut theory, a Bulli 
should run faster with the air duct open. Not much; at terrestrial 
speeds & distances it shouldn’t be noticeable. But at warp speeds 
over long distances it should make a difference, in theory. The 
reason is that a donut flying flatways has less air resistance than 
a pancake flying flatways, & so should a Bulli with the air duct 
open.

cantly later than those with open air ducts. In fact, they were right 
on our bumpers the whole way. So the theory remains unproven. 
at least up to a distance of approximately 800 kms. 

At Calais we meet up with about 50 other Bulli Kartei 
members who have swarmed down upon the harbor from all 
corners. The clan is gathering. There are a few buses from even 
farther afield, including Hannu & Jaana from Finland & a 
completely mad but entertaining Italian. We make the crossing & 
land at Dover about 2 a.m., Friday, July 4th. The British customs 
officials are astonished. Apparently they had not been informed 
about an expeditionary force of such comical vehicles: ambu- 
lances, fire trucks, ladder rigs, hot dog vans, hearses, home-brew 
campers, you name it. They must have thought the gypsy-circus 
had arrived. Split Screen Van Club members start arriving to 
escort us up to Malvern in small groups. The weather remains 
dodgy to poor. 

Many VWs are on the road, not just splitties, & head for a 
rendezvous near Oxford. From there, there is a parade to the 
Malvern fair grounds, the actual site of BVF ’97. Malvern is 
smack dab on the edge of nowhere. A biggish hill looms over 
rolling countryside. A village lies just up the road. Nice place for 
a Walpurgis Night cleverly disguised as a harmless VW meet. 
Cars arrive all day Friday & people stake out camp sites. I park 
a little too close to an Austrian couple in a bay window—they 
complain & move farther away. Joke’s on them though—by 
Saturday noon there will be 1500 vehicles registered as overnight 
campers. 

After such a long haul & then pitching camp, it’s time to hit 
the showers & the beer. Then I start to get acquainted. There are 
nice volks all around, friendly types who have nothing whatever 
in common, except that they drive weird cars. Every now & them

some crazy loon zooms through the camp site on an even weirder 
home-made fliver. It is packed to the gunwales with screaming 
kids. I figure it’s either the Grand Wizard who has snatched them 
for sacrifice to the demons of conformity, or it’s part of the show: 
‘a buck a ride in a hot air balloon’ sort of thing. Later I find out 
it is Eccles. He has been given the keys for the weekend. It is the 
prototype Bulli. THE prototype Bulli: the original parts-bin 
flatbed built at the Wolfsburg factory in the 40s. No kidding. The 
screaming kids, I belatedly realize, are grown-ups who have 
temporarily reverted to their childhoods. Yes, things are defi- 
nitely getting weird. 

Camped next to me are Sarah & Damon. They have come in 
Sarah’s Dormobile camper. She’s been making eyes at me the 
whole time, so I wander over & intrude myself. After chatting her 
up a treat, I finally get it—it’s really my Childhood she’s 
interested in, not me. VW fire trucks are not at all common in the 
UK. In fact, utility vehicles in general were not imported into the 
UK. British ambulances, fire trucks, rescue wagons, & so on were 
mostly based on domestic chassis, Fords & Bedfords & Land 
Rovers. VW campers, they got lots. But VW fire trucks, now 
that’s something to get lathered about! By admiring her Dormobile 
fiercely, I manage to get myself invited to dinner. 

Later Lee arrives inaconcours condition Sambacamper. We 
all admire it fiercely. Especially the ladder he has just made to 
climb up to the original Westfalia roof racks with the original 
wooden slats. When he picked up the roof racks, the ladder was 
missing, so he copied one. We are fiercely impressed. The back 
of the bus is full of woofers which are rated on the Richter Scale 
instead of watts. He’s paved over his back yard to make room for 
the rest of his Bullis. I can’t remember how many he has. 
Anyway, disassembling engines in the kitchen seems to have

Then there’s the bloke who refuses to put a license plate on 
the front bumper, although it is required by law, because he has 
just gotten it chromed & he can’t bear to drill holes in it. 

And then there’s the guy whose pop-top camper is too tall to 
fit into his garage, so he keeps 300 kg of concrete beside the 
garage door & loads the Bulli whenever he wants to park it. 

If only Claudia Schiffer with brains were here—she would 
appreciate that my Childhood obsession is not excessive. There 
arc lots of volks who are weirder than I am by half.

We 
opt for tossing 
Frisbees. In the house. 
For reasons best 
known to ourselves, 
our Frisbees are made 
of porcelain & stored 
in the kitchen next to 
the cups & saucers. It 
is good fun. 

Later we fall into 
bed. The night ends 
with a bang—several 
of them. During the 
night I make the fol- 
lowing observation: 
sometimes progress 
isn’t. BVF is open to 
all VW owners & en- 
thusiasts, not just to 
splitties. You can tell 
the Tls from the T2s, 
3s, & 4s, even in the 
dark. Especially inthe 
dark. When, in the 
middle of the night, a 
T2, 3, or 4 owner gets 
up to go pee, every- 
body in the whole 
camp ground knows 
it. “Clack, whoosh, 
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screee, thunk! (open). Clack, screee, rattle, whoosh, WHAM, 
rattle, shimmy, WHAM!! (closed).” That’s if it’s relatively new 
& he gets it closed again on the second try. Repeat as necessary 
if it’s older or has taken a few photon torpedoes. Did you ever hear 
a double-door owner get up in the middle of the night to go pee? 
Click, open; click, shut. 

Have you ever heard of acomputer company offering not up- 
grades, but back-dated software packages, because the original 
design was better? Not on your life. But two companies with 
displays at BVF offered fiberglass splitty fronts which can be 
fitted over a bay window front; you smooth out the seam with 
body putty &, hey presto, you’ ve got a back-dated splitty. And at 
least one bay window owner had painted the characteristic splitty 
nose on the front. These are testimonies to the greatness of the 
original design. Sometimes progress isn’t. 

Saturday, July Sth, more & more VWs arrive & the orga- 
nized festivities get under way. The vehicles are about evenly 
divided between buses & beetles which make up the overwhelm- 
ing majority. A number of British regional clubs show up, as well 
as the Karmann Ghia, off-road, & GTI clubs. I note only one 
Thing, an ex-military vehicle under camouflage netting. In 
addition to the various club displays & traders’ stands, there is a 
hall for the Special Display. This has been set aside for a hand- 
picked selection of split screen utility vehicles. As I mentioned, 
these are quite rare in the UK & the Split Screen Van Club was 
keen to put on a special display of some of the utility vehicles 
which arrived in the Bulli Kartei convoy, most of which had 
never been seen in the UK before. The Special Display included 
2 fire trucks & one Childhood, DD’s hearse, Chris’s radar van, a 
fully equipped ambulance (including victim), a fully equipped 
rescue unit, the Florida Boy Orange (sorry, no juice), Uli & 
Sabina’s swivel ladder rig, all from the Bulli Kartei, as well as 
some very fine British delivery vans & pick-ups (one of them 
owned by Terry Ellis in immaculate condition), an American- 
style hot dog hi-top van from Belgium (or maybe Holland—but 
who can tell the difference?) in stars-&-stripes decor, & last but 
not forgotten, the flat-bed prototype which started this whole 
business 50 years ago. The Special Display ran all day Saturday 
& Sunday & was very popular. Many thanks to Ken Martin & his 
team for making it work. Uli’s swivel ladder rig was the hands- 
down favorite & justly took the trophy at the end of the weekend 
for the best-kept & most interesting utility vehicle. 

Did I forget to mention that the sun finally came out? Britain 
had had 6 weeks solid liquid up to July 4th. On July Sth the sun 
came out. Did I forget to mention that it got hot? The off-road 
swamp-buggy course got fried to a dust-bowl in one afternoon. 
The poor man who ran the kiddies’ dry-toboggan all weekend 
was in the ambulance with sun stroke by Sunday afternoon. No 
kidding. He hadn’t thought he’d be needing a hat. 

Saturday night there was a film for the kiddies & “Malarkey” 
rocked the joint till the cows came home. Later we retire to our 
camp fires & shoot the shirt some more. I can’t remember 
whether I had dinner, so I think that means I managed to get 
myself invited for Guinness somewhere. Anyhow, I wake up the 
next day still within the camp ground perimeter & still tethered 
to my trousers, so if there is no paternity suit filed within 12 
months I shall assume that Icomported myself with at least a tittle 
of moderation, 

Sunday is concours day: daily drivers concours, custom 
concours. & concours d’elegance. A customized green Beetle 
takes most of the ribbons at the end of the day, but my favorite is 
a pea-green & cream Samba with a Devon Caravette interior & 
a supercharged engine. Blimy, it even has fitted wicker picnic

baskets! It takes best in class, if not best of show. 

The universe is full of insoluble mysteries. What happened 
to Amelia Earhart? Why is there everything instead of just 
pudding? How can ugly people fall in love with each other? And 
so on. BVF ’97 teases us with two more: First, how can people 
who have nothing else in common have such a passion for the 
same car? Have you ever seen pictures of the big Harley event in 
Sturges? (That's Harley Mecca, by the way.) Harley owners 
cultivate an image (or those who look like that anyway can’t fit 
onto anything else): big, fat guys with Santy Claus beards, 
tattoos, & engineer boots. Somehow, the outlaw-nonconformist 
types end up looking a lot alike. But bus nuts couldn’t be more 
different, & they don’t need any frippery to prove it. In fact, you 
can’t tell by looking who is a bus nut & who isn’t. You find at 
these Walpurgis Nights that you bump into people whom you’ ve 
known for years, at work or from school days, & you both 
suddenly exclaim, “Oh my God! It’s you! I never knew!” & then 
one or the other winks & says “Wanna see my repair manuals?” 

Another insoluble riddle of such gatherings is, how come 
those with the most infantile taste in music are the ones who turn 
it up the loudest? I mean, if you had an embarrassing condition, 
like ‘roids or a 15-year-old son who still wet his bed, would you 
broadcast the fact to all & sundry within a4 mile radius? “There’s 
no accounting for taste,” my father used to say. I guess if they had 
alick of sense, they would not only listen to less awful music, they 
would also refrain from inflicting it on everybody else. 

Later on Sunday I make the following observation: we all 
appear to have been driving under the influence. I must have had 
or overheard the following conversations dozens of times: 

A: “Hey, didja see the guy with the ’78 Brazil bay window, 
but with a Samba 23-window back end?” 

B: “Yeah, that’s the one with the Subaru engine, water- 
cooled, 96 horsepower...”

°64 hi-top ice cream.”

F: “Yeah, she’s checkin’ out the °67 split with the Rover V8 
conversion.”

F: “He didn’t. It hangs out the back. He had to remove the 
engine compartment lid & cut away the skirts.” 

Imust have been introduced to 100 people there. I remember 
their faces & I remember their kindness & I remember all their 
vans. But I do not remember their names. I think I am not 
suffering from abnormal memory loss. I think this is typical for 
bulleros & bullinas at such festivals: there’s a mind-altering drug 
in the air, I tell ya. We were all wandering around in a daze. 

Those who organize a major event such as this tend to 
agonize over all the things they think are going wrong or could 
have gone better. And of course it is a huge responsibility just 
keeping a couple of thousand campers & several thousand more 
daily visitors out of trouble, not to mention entertained. I think 
they did a fantastic job. And for once they did something about 
the awful English weather! 

But my Childhood will never be the same. I actually got to 
drive it into the gorge (metaphorically) without fear of people 
thinking I was insane & threatening to summon the demons of 
conformity. There’s no going back now—my Childhood has 
grown to be accepted into the bosom of the elect! © Flash, 1997
